The conferences were free-for- 
all discussions. They were led by 
a panel of leaders, much like a 
Jury. Those in the audience, which 
Included school board members, 
teachers and laymen, fired ques- 
tions at the leaders. Thompson 
and M. D. Mobley, director of vo- 
cational education, were members 
of the panels. 

Among the points emphasized 
Was that rural students who drop ' 
out of school to harvest crops 
should not be penalized by hav- 
ing to repeat a year’s work. One 
speaker insisted that was the 
duty of the teacher to educate the 
chil’ rather than to enforce an 
arbitrary system of grading. 

Seek Part-Time Classes. 

They talked about many other 
things. They advocated provisions 
for educating part-time students, 
particularly those who dropped 
out of school.

A MAN OF COURAGE WASHINGTON, April 24.—As stirring a 


figure as there is in Washington is Hen- 
rik de Kauffman, Danish minister to the United States. A pleasant, 
cultured man, slightly built and easy-mannered, he does not seem 
the fellow to attempt gestures in the grand manner. Rather he 
looks to be one who would take life as it comes, intelligently and 
with a shrewd instinct for accommodation. 

He might well have accepted the brutal German invasion of 
his country as a fait accompli, calling for no demonstration on his 
part. Yet, he has not. He has family and friends at home who 
may be subject to German reprisal]. He has a career which may 
be broken by his daring. Yet from the moment German troops 
reached Copenhagen, he has acted with complete independence. So 
long as his country’s government is under duress from an enemy 
power he will neither reply to the communications nor obey the 
commands of his foreign office. 

Immediately he learned that Denmark had been seized by Ger- 
many, De Kauffman communicated his position to the State Depart- 
ment. The situation has been carefully considered at the depart- 
ment, and the President himself is reported to have discussed it 
with De Kauffman in their interview following the Danish capitula- 
tion to crude superior force. 

The matter is just now coming to a head, and every indication 
is that the President and the American government will support 
De Kauffmann to the utmost when the inevitable message of recall 
is sent to him. He will continue to be recognized as the true Danish 
minister. If another man is sent to repjace him, the new appoint- 
ment will: be ignored. And if this leads the Germans to drive the 
Danish office into demanding the recall of Ray Atherton, our minis- 
ter in Copenhagen, Atherton will come home under protest. Moral 
courage of the first order is not a quality common among diplomats, 
and De Kauffman’s display of moral courage has evoked a corre- 
sponding admiration among the American officials with whom he 
has dealt. 


DE KAUFFMANN’S WEAPON At this. writing, De Kauff- 

mann’s official status has not 
been changed. In dealing with the extremely difficult problem con- 
fronting him, he has adopted the expedient of informing the State 
Department of all messages of any importance reaching him from 
Copenhagen. 

One ordered him to ask all Danish ship captains to return either 
to home ports or to make for Spanish or Italian harbors. This, so 
he told the department, he tossed in the waste basket. Another 
ordered him to inform Secretary Hull that all was well at home 
and to establish close co-operation with Hans Thomsen, the German 
charge d’affaires, and this, it may be supposed, will draw the final 
issue between him and his foreign office, for he has said that he 
does not mean to allow his chiefs to remain in ignorance of his stand. 

Not many days ago, leaders of one of the national organizations 
of Danish-born Americans came to Washington to confer with him. 
As reported, the sad meeting might stand as a symbol of the strength 
that a great occasion will call up in decent men. For when the 
Danish-Americans asked De Kauffmann what they could do to help, 
he did not offer them an easy way. Do not organize Danish relief, 
he told them. The Germans will take all our people have. At the 
end of this war our country will be stripped bare, and if we send 
relief now the Germans will take it with all the rest.. Until the 
time when we can help to rebuild the ruins it is our job to use all 
our energies in the cause of Danish freedom. And if there is noth- 
ing else we can do as yet, let us, he said, keep alive the burning 
indignation which is the best of all weapons against tyranny.

If this ratio was employed in the peti- 
tion, it would mean, even if there were no duplications and if al] 
were of voting age, that about 7,000 voters had been signed on the 
plea of a hired solicitor. 

There was nothing of democracy in the obtaining of the petition 
and no one ever thought so. The idea was born in the weeks when 
Garner money was being spent somewhat lavishly and when the 
Garner clique sought to smear President Roosevelt by grabbing 
control of the state delegation for the first mate who sought to 
throw overboard the captain. To ask Georgians to believe thei) 
petition, obtained by sweating, pleading solicitors, was an expres- 
sion of democracy, was too much. 3 

It was an abortive effort to put Georgia in the light of deserting 
the President. Naturally it failed. 

The state committee was chosen in Democratic fashion. The 
precedent in Georgia is for an uninstructed delegation. The only 
voices raised against the committee are those that sought, by hire. 
to obtain an “expression of democracy.” And failed when the 
democracy of the state refused to be a party to the Garner effort 
to smear the President of the United States. The people of other 
states already have buried the Garner effort. If Georgia does the 
same it will be but natural.

The added factor of 
Allied aid must also be taken into account. 

‘Several factors in the news of the last few 
days hint at an early attack through Sweden. 
Foremost is the excessive abuse of her neutral- 
ity by scouting airplanes. Most pressing is the 
fact the Allies control the railroad from Andal- 
nes through Dombas to the sector above Oslo 
and are within striking distance of isolated 
troops at Trondheim as they have at Narvik. 

It is true Hitler can reinforce his legions 
in Norway by air, but it would be only short 
of miraculous for him to be able to equip and 
feed these forces by the same method, the dif- 
ficulty of which mounts far out of proportion 
to the number of additional troops he can send 
by this method. At the same time, it is virtual- 
ly impossible for the German army to trans- 
port heavy guns and motorized equipment by 
air, and the supply line by sea through the 
Skagerrak is tenuous at best. 

Meanwhile England has a highly dangerous 
but nevertheless open supply route from the 
islands to the coast of Norway. An invasion of 
Sweden, costly as that might be, would there- 
fore be Hitler’s only alternative to defeat of his 
troops in Norway and the staggering loss of 
prestige and shattered morale this would entail. 

The involvement of Sweden would not en- 
tirely be on the debit side of the military ledger 
for Hitler, however, and for the Allies would 
impose tremendous difficulties which hardly 
will counterbalance the advantage of the open- 
ing of another front. Hitler will have opened 
an interior line of supply which he does not 
mow possess in Norway. He will have forced the 
Allies to a tremendous and costly effort in the 
transportation and maintenance of.an ex- 
peditionary force exposed to the vicious at- 
tacks of the German air force. *He also will 
weaken the support which might be accorded 
Holland in the event of invasion—which is 
logical for the acquisition of air bases and 
ports for the close-range bombardment of Eng- 
lish manufacturing centers and ports. 

The invasion of Sweden and Holland would 
open new and tremendous questions for this 
country—dquestions for which Americans should 
be prepared with answers that have been 
thought through. Otherwise, the impact of these 
events might well be cataclysmic.

His criticism has merit. Much of what has been attempted has 
been obscured by catch-word phrases. WPA’s tremendous record 
of construction and improvements is clouded by the charges of 
‘‘shovel-leaners” and “loafers.” The “widows and orphans” retort 
is just as bad. 

It is not just WPA or old-age pensions, but it is a change in the 
concept of government. Our times today cannot be compared with 
the times of Jefferson, when there were only 10,000,000 persons in 
this country; when it was more than 90 per cent rural. Nor can 
it be compared in entirety with the times of Jackson, except that 
Jackson broke the entrenched powers of his opposition and created 
a new concept of government. .In Jackson’s time we were taking 
in new territories, fighting wars, expanding in population. 

Lincoln expressed much of the Jacksonian and Roosevelt con- 
cept in his written speeches and statements. He, too, had a new 
concept. 

The Populists and William Jennings Bryan wrote much of the 
New Deal platform into their Democratic platform when Bryan 
first was the nominee. 

It is not new. It is a cumulative growth and Roosevelt merely 
has been the agent of this concept. 

It may be the people want to stop for a while in its adoption.

States now have laws to keep out 
the products of their neighbors. Always and everywhere, men have 
fought to protect themselves from competition. 

It is a natural thing to do. Nothing else provides such easy 
security as the enjoyment of a monopoly. You can sleep well at 
night, for you have no fear of loss, 

The drawback in the scheme is. that you stagnate. If monopolies 
are plentiful, as in Elizabeth's time, everybody is content to grow 
rich by trimming the public in the easiest way, and there is no 
effort to improve methods of manufacture or products or service. 
And of course nobody tries to lower costs and thus give the people 
more for their money. Living costs remain high and life is abun- 
dant for nobody except the monopolists. 

Competition guarantees the survival of the fittest. It makes 
life cruel hard for the manufacturers and sellers. To meet the other 
fellow’s price and give a little more for the customer’s dollar, they 
must keep everlastingly busy devising ways to eliminate waste and 
speed up production and make a better product at less cost. 

That is the system that made America great and rich and pro- 
gressive, and enabled ordinary people to possess a thousand luxuries 
and conveniences unknown to their grandparents. 

In the last few years we have tried another system sponsored 
by bright young theorists in Washington. Despite disastrous ex- 
periments here and in other lands, we have tried to fix prices by 
limiting production. The price of labor has been fixed by force 
and competition forbidden. Manufacturers have been authorized 
to fix the retail selling price of their product. 

You may like the idea, but this decade, for the first time, our 
national wealth failed to increase and we produced less wealth to 
divide among us. 

Now Mr. Roosevelt has decided to fight monopoly. If he goes 
the whole hog, and enables every man to compete freely for the 
buyer’s dollar, we'll quit sliding back and begin’to grow again.

Doctor Says Being Vaccinated 


Is Individual 


By Dr. Will 


In the infancy of the country 
there was a notion that taxation 
without representation was not 
just. 

In time of peace we may utter 
banalities or affirm conscientious 
principles at will, but when there 
is war or threat of war the indi- 
vidual who expresses dislike for 
military service in the prosecution 
of a war in which he has had no 
voice is in danger of being jailed 
by the authorities or persecuted by 
people who are not likely to be 
called for military service. 

Maine, with more smallpox than 
any other state, has a conscienti- | 


'ous objector law in respect to vac- 


cination. 
Vermont, which has neither a} 
general vaccination law nor even a 
school attendance law, is second 
to Maine in the prevalence of 
smallpox. Maine and Vermont are 
fine places to spend a vacation 
if you are well vaccinated. 
Kentucky has or had a law pro-| 
hibiting the employment of 


mmMtraere 
un av. 


'cinated persons and even prohibit- 
| ing 


unvaccinated persons from 
crossing the state line. 

Maryland vaccinates all infants 
in the first year of life—the best 
time for vaccination, and requires | 
certificates of vaccination from all | 
school children, without exception. | 

Manitoba quaranties conscien- 
tious objectors to vaccination in 
time of epidemic, but exempts cer- 
tain believers in a religion that | 
holds vaccination unnecessary. 

I believe in vaccination for my- 


‘self and for all who ask my advice 


about it. At the same time, count | 
me with the conscientious objec- 
tors and against all health authori- 
ties or politilcians who would 
make vaccination compulsory for 


'anyvbody in any circumstance. 


The chaos of laws, regulations 
and practices in different states, | 
provinces or countries seems to me 
good evidence that vaccination | 


| should be offered free by the state | 
‘to all who 


want it, and nothing 
more said or done about it. Let 
those who do not want it worry 
along without it. It is their hard 


'luck if they get smallpox; we who 
/are properly vaccinated have noth- 


ing to fear from them or it. 

We have made little progress in 
the prevention of smallpox by | 
compulsory vaccination. Smallpox | 
today is as prevalent everywhere 
as it was 30 or 40 years ago. 

The effort to cram vaccination 
down the throat of the citizen who 
may not believe in it or want it is | 
worse, as it seems to me, than 
telling your neighbor he must ac-| 
cept and practice the brand of re-| 
ligion you happen to prefer. 

Of course it may be my crass 
ignorance—I have studied the 
subject only 30 or 40 years—but 
it does seem that in the present 
state of our knowledge and ability 
to prevent disease we should be 
better warranted in compelling | 
everybody to be immunized against | 
typhoid fever and against diph-|

Tucker, who came to Atlanta 
yesterday to see what could be 
qone among the colleges here 
about raising money for the Chi- 
nese Student’s Relief Fund, was a 
sort of liaison man between Jap- 
anese and Chinese Christian 
groups, such as the Y. M. C., A. 
oun toe x. W. C. A... So, etter 
spending some time in China he 
went over to Japan. And _ the 
Japanese students wanted to know 
how things were in China, just 
what, in fact, was going on. 

Tells About China, 


Tucker told them. He described 
how Japanese planes or soldiers 
had left only eight out of 114 
Chinese colleges operating in their 
own buildings. The others were 
wrecked, or evacuated, and school 
Was being carried on as well as 
possible in the western areas to 
which the children of the Rising 
Sun had-not penetrated. 

This might not have been so 
bad, but Tucker also had some 
pamphlets which told of looting 
and pillage and criminal assault 
a@s practiced by Japanese soldiers 
when they took a town. These 
got him in trouble. 

He was on a boat in Kobe har- 
bor, ready to sail in 20 minutes 
for Shanghai when the police 
came and got him. They arrested 
him under a law which forbids 
“confusing the public mind.” And 
they put him in jail where he 
stayed for two months, awaiting 
trial. Then they tried him, found 
him guilty, and sentenced him to 
four months in prison. Fortun- 
ately, the sentence was suspended, 
and he got out of the country im- 
mediately. 

“Japan Can't Win.” 

He says the Japanese can’t win 
bécause China’s resistance is so- 
lidifying every day. But on the 
other hand, China cannot push out 
the invader because the old 
dragon isn’t yet powerful enough. 
There are millions of men, but no 
rifles for them. It’s a stalemate. 
Unfortunately, there’s no chance 


of internal Japanese troubles in-| 


terfering with the work of the 
army. The people of Japan see 
themselves in the role of 
George, slaying the dragon that 
has held China captive. 

If anybody tries to enlighten 
them about the St. George busi- 
ness, they charge him with “con- 
fusing the public mind” and throw 
him in the clink.~- 

There’s not much can be done 
fn China, to help China, either. 
The biggest help the United States 
could extend would be to quit 
sending war materials to Japan. 

Meanwhile, Mr. Tucker is help- 
fng as best he can by fralsing 
money among American students 
for the aid of Chinese students. 
If anybody wants to chip in, he 
points out, a $10 bill in American 
gmoney will board a Chinese stu- 
dent for a year.
